Last Seen In 1681, It 18 Due to Vielt He Got His Fee, Too, Before He Gave In Fact, the English Hunter Was Siire 


Us Again in 2256. 

There Is a comet that comes within 
sight of the earth every 575 years. Its 
tall is ‘millions of miles in thickness 
and many ‘more millions of miles in 
length. It was first seen, so far as 
history records, 1,769 years beforé the 
birth of Christ. In a few weeks it 
faded from the sky, only to return in 
1194 and 619 B. G.. The year that 
Julius Caesar died—44 B. C.—it came 
again, returning in 581 and 1106 A. D, 
The last time it was seen was in 1681, 
when Sir Isaac Newton bebeld it and 
discovered that comets dre kept in 
their orbits by the sun, the same as 
the earth and the other planets. 

Over two and a quarter centuries 
have now passed since the comet dis- 
appeared. Even if it has been travel- 
ing no more rapidly than the earth 
goes around the sun its enormous bulk 
has been shooting through space at 
the rate of about 1,500,000 miles a day. 
Yet in the year 2256 this same old 
comet that was already a well known 
visitor when it looked down upon the 
deathbed of Julias Caesar will again 


come within sight of those human be-. 


ings, yet unborn, who will then in- 
habit the earth. 

Talk about a railroad train going 
halfway across a continent in three 
days and reaching its destination on 
time! What is su¢h a performance as 
compared with that of a comet that 
makes a trip of 310,000,000,000 miles 
in 575 years and keeps so closely to its 
schedule that it always bursts from 
the darkness at the moment when the 
astronomers expect it?—New York 
Press. : 


VENETIAN LACEMAKERS. 


The Methods by Which Their Famous 
Fabrics Are Produced. 

The lace of Venice has been cele- 
brated for many centuries. It. was 
made originally by nuns within the 
walls of convents for ecclesiastical 
garments, Then, with the fall of the 
Venetian republic, the convents were 
closed and the lace industry ceased to 
exist for an entire century. In 1870 the 
Princess Margherita, afterward queen 
of Italy, took measures to revive it, 
especially as a means of providing em- 
ployment for Venetian women. At 
present there are several schools sub- 
sidized by the government in which the 
art is taught. 1 

The pupils are women of all ages. 
Each sits on a low stool and holds a 
plump square cushion in her lap. On 
this cushion is pinned a strip of paper 
marked with the pattern to be follow- 
ed, and into this pattern the nimble 
fingered worker sticks glass headed 
pins, about which she twists her 
threads. 

From twenty to fifty shuttles depend 
from all sides of the cushion, and these 
are thrown across and back with the 


/ rapidity of a typist handling the keys 


of her machine. 

The process is so simple that it looks 
like play, but the lace produced repre- 
sents thousands of dollars. The simple

To Straighten a Warped Board. 

The amateur craftsman is sometimes 
in doubt how he can flatten a board 
that bas warped. One way is to lay a 
thick mass of wet sawdust or a thickly 
folded wet cloth on the concave side 
and expose the convex side to gentle 
beat or very dry air, The moisture en- 
ters the fibers of the wood of the con- 
cave side of the board and causes them 
to swell. Heat, on the other hand, or 
very dry air, removes the moisture 
from the convex side and causes the 
fibers to shrink. In consequence the 
board gradually fattens.—Youth's Com- 
pavion,

The oldest. .and most remarkable 
thip in the ‘world:is the old British 
prison shipry Success, built in 1790 
and now the only survivor of Eng- 
land's felon fleet, 

The old ship is now a foating mu- 
seum, illustrating the horrible. treat- 
,ment of prisoners in an almost for- 
, gotten time. On every one of ber 
‘Sails are painted broad arrowheads, 
| the distinguishing mark of the Eng- 
lis’) convict’s garb, and her interior is

The Famous Kew Gardens. 


The pre-éminence of London's Kew 
Gardens in the botanical world dates 
from 1773.

Automatic Distress Signal. 


Scientists and persons engaged in 
or connected with seafaring are great- 
| ly interested by the announcement of 
Reale ten Phillips, an English inven- 
tor, that he has perfected an instru- 
ment which may revolutionize meth- 
ods of sending distress signals at sea. 

Mr. Phillips calls the new appara- 
tus the wireless harmonophone. 

When used to transmit a signal of 
distress the harmonophone, according 
to the inventor, sets in operation a 
siren, which can be heard all over a 
ship of any size whatever. 

The action of the barmonophone in 
releasing the valve of the siren is 
automatic, and no attendant therefore 
is necessary. 

A peculiar feature of the apparatus 
is that signals sent by it take prece- 
dence over all other wireless mes- 
sages, for it cuts off all messages be- 
ing received by any vessel within its 
reach. 

Thus, ardiess of whether any 
ship’s wireless is working, the siren 
will receive the distress signal from 
another ship in misfortune and make 
it known immediately. : 

The mechanism of the invention. is 
a secret, known only to the inventor, 
but tests have shown that Mr. Phil- 
lips undoubtedly has perfected an 
instrument of incalculable value, 

Mr. Phillips is an electrical engin- 
eer, and the wireless harmonophone 
is not the first of his inventions to 
attract. public notice.

| Hazardous Work of the Bluejackets 
| Aboard Sybmarin’:. 


There is no more hazardous work— 
| ave, perhaps, that of the officers and

Dangérous as the work is, however,’ 
| there is never any lack of volunteers 
_teady to perform it. Th. applicants 
| have to pass a strict medical examin- 
| his being satisfactory, the 
‘volunteers are sent to one of the 
submarine depota. 

With the outside appearance of a 
Submarine most people are familiar; 
and, unfortunately, it. is impossible, 
| for obvious reasons, to give details of 
the interior arrangements -! our latest 
| under-water craft, But a description 
; of one of the earlier types will per- 
| haps do equally well. 

We descend into the 
through the circular watertight hatch 
| in the top of the conning-tower, and,

, Candy Making at Home. 
Salt Water Taffy.—This taffy, expe 
cially near the seashore, is a greut fa- 


| vorite and ts sold tn large quautities. 
it ls made by simply taking a vanilla 


taffy recipe and cooking it at a slightly 
lower temperatuge, When it ts done 
fetove it from the stove and stir tnto 
it a tablespoonful each of butter, salt 
and plain glycerin, says the Mother's 
Mngazine. Pour out and handle the 
same as other taffy, leaving it white 
or coloring and flavoring it in different 
ways. The proper way to finish this 
candy is to cut it into small pieces 
with a pair of large shears and wrap 
them in thin wax paper to prevent 
sticking together. This makes a pecul- 
jar waxy piece of candy, leaving the 
Jast taste In yotr mouth slightly salty. 

Caramels.—Three cupfuls of sugur, 
three cupfuls of corn sirup and ove 
quart of cream or half milk and he'f 
cream. Put sugar and corn sirup op 
fire with one pint of cream and cook 
until it forms a good soft ball; then 
add half the remaining cream. Stir 
and cook the batch as high as it was 
before; then add the remainder of the 
cream and cook until it forms a med 
um firm ball when tried in water. 
Flavor with vanilla and pour out on a 
well greased slab or on to a well greas- 
ed platter and cut up when cool. if 
‘you should wisb to make chocolate 
caramels you can add enough choco- 
late to co! when nearly done. if 
you have any scraps of candy left 
from your other butches you can use 
them in making chocolate caramels, 
counting them as so much sugar. This 
is a fine way to use them up. Of 
course if you wish to you can make 
these caramels by cooking them only 
twice instead of three times, as | di- 
rect you to do, but they will not be 
quite as good. The better your cream 
‘is the better your caramels will be. 
You may make them with evaporated 
milk such as ts sold tn cans. 

Popcorn Balls.— For about six or 
eight qnarts of well Popped corn take 
one cupful of sugur and one cupful of 
corn sirup, with a little water, and 
cook to a soft ball; then add a little 
vanilla to it and slowly pour over the 
cotn, stirring it well to get It all cover- 
ed.

Run a 
long knife under batch and double 
it up occasionally while picking it 
apart, ag this prevents it from barden- 
ing to a chunk before you can get it 
pulled out. This is beyond a doubt the 
most delicious piece of nut candy that 
ever was made, Black walnuts may be 
used, ‘but, for favor the hickory nuts 
are far abead of the walnuts.

London, England.—A week 230 it 
as announced that 500 milligrammes 
f radium were lying in a safé at the 
British Radium Corporation ffices, 
while five London hospitals werd'raak. 
ing pitiful appeals for more adequate 
supplies. To quote Doctor Lazarus- 
Barlow, of the Middlesex Hospital, 
cancer laboratories, the huge majority 
of our unfortunate patients have to die 
simply because we have not the rad- 
fum which would at least relieve their 
pain, and might fn all probability ef- 
fect a cure in a good proportion of the 
cases. 

The 500 milligrammes will soon be 
800 milligrammes, the corporation ex- 
pecting an additional 300, and there 
is a grave danger that the whole quan- 
tity may be sold to Japan and scores 
of men and women suffering from the 
horrors of cancer will be left to die in 
London. 

There is only a very. limited quan- 
tity of radium in the whole world, but 
happily it can be used again and again. 
As Doctor Lazarus-Barlov stated, 
more than a “thousand years pasa be- 
fore its powers faJl 50 per cent. 

It is therefore evideut that if these 
800 milligrammes are .purchased for 
the London. hospitals, the beneficient 
work will go on for many years and 
even Many generations to come, and 
the philanthropist whko secured the 
radium would be earning for himself 
the grateful blessings. of thousands of 
his less fortunate brethri 1. 

It is estimated that $64,000 is re- 
qvired to Lay the whole supply. When 
it is remembered how much anguish 
can be relieved and how much despair 
ean be changed to hope, this is surely 
a small enough sum. 

At the Middlesex Hospital, the Lon- 
don Hospital, the Cancer Hospital, the 
Metropolitan Hospital and St. John's 
Hospital for Diseases of the Skin phy- 
sicians are forced to stand idly by and 
watch the ravages of disease which at 
least they could stayvif this radium 
were taken from the office safe and 
divided among them.

Once having obtained a valuable va- 
riety and wishing to multiply and per- 
petuate it,-one of several methods now 
in use must be resorted to for propa- 
gation. The methods more commonly 
practiced in growing young apple trees 
for planting in orchards are budding 
and grafting. |

With the apple, budding must be per. 
formed during the growing season. 
This operation consists in removing a 
bud from a twig of the variety which 
we wish to Propagate and inserting it 
beneath the bark of the stock or young 
seedling tree we wish to change, and 
this is then held in place by tying it 
fast until the bud and the stock have 
united. Then, by forcing the sap and : 
consequent growth into this trans- 
planted bud by preventing all other 
growth, we get a new tree of the de- 
sired variety. This we call budding. It 
is a method of artificially multiplying a 
desirable variety, The extent of this 
multiplication is limited only by the 
number of buds available. 


. Keeping the Scions. 

The main requisites for success in 
budding are a healthy, growing condl- 
tion of the stock on which the work is 
to be done and a certain state of ma- 
turity of the buds. The bark of the 
stock must separate freely, so that the 
bod may be forced under it without in- 
jury to the cambium jayer of eitber 
bud or stock. The bud sticks or scions | 
selected for summer budding should 
be of the current year’s growth and 
should bave well developed buds. 
When taken from the tree the leaves 
must be cut off at once, leaving only | 
a short stub of the leaf stem for con- 
venience in bandling during the opera- 
tion. They should be kept/in a fresh 
condition by means of damp moss or a 
wet cloth until used, and not more 
than one or two scions should be with- 
drawn from the package at a time. 

If it is desired to start the bud into 
growth tbe same season It is inserted 
the budding should be done as early in 
the season as well developed bods cap 
be obtained. As soon as it is found 
that the bud bas united with the stock 
or branch the mgterial used to fasten | 
the bud In place must be removed and | 
the stock or branch cut back to within | 
a Sbort distance from the bud to force | 
the growth of the inserted bud. 

Early June Budding. 

This is the kind of budding more 

commonly practiced among oursery- | 
‘ 


stock as late to the season as the bark 
of the stock will reparate freely to re- 
ceive it Ip such instances the bud 
remains dormant tbrough the follow- 
ng winter. The following spring the 
wrapping is re ed, and wherever the 
buds appear sound the tops of the, 
stocks are cut back and treated in the 
same manner as described for June 
budding. All buds on the stocks below 
the one isserted should be rubbed of 
as they start to grow. The objection | 
to early or June budding is that the) 
growth from such buds does pot al- 
ways mature sufficiently in northern | 
sections to pass a severely cold winter | 
without Injury. 

Other important things to be consid: | 
ered in the propagation of apples is | 
the different kinds of grafting. Splice, 
tongue, root and cleft grafting, the 
regrafting of bearing trees, the best 
way of grafting waz, the best way of 
jocating an orchard, as well as @ dis 
cussion on sotis, will be discussed to 
another article.
